“I am very much annoyed to find 
out you have branded my son as 
illeterate. This is a dirty lie, as I 
was married a week before he was 
born.” 
“In answer to your letter, I have 
given birth to a boy weighing IO 
pounds. I hope this is satisfactory.” 
“I am forwarding my marriage 
certificate and three children. One 
of which is a mistake as you can 
see.” 
“My husband got his project cut 
off two weeks ago and I haven’t had 
any relief since. Why?” 
“Unless I get my husband’s 
money pretty soon, I will be forced 
to lead an immortal life.” 
“You have changed my little boy 
to a girl. Will this make a dif­ 
ference?” 
“I have no children as yet as my 
husband is a truck driver and 
works day and night.” 
“In accordance with your in­ 
structions I have given birth to 
twins in the enclosed envelope.” 
“I want money as quickly as 
possible I can get it. I have been in 
bed with the same doctor for two 
weeks and he doesn’t do me any 
good. If thing’s don’t improve I will 
have to send for another doctor to 
help him.” 


We heard about a feller who was 
acting as vicar at a dog show the 
other day. He was scandalized at 
the costumes worn by some 
members of the younger fair sex. 
“Look at that youngster,” said 
he, “the one with cropped hair, the 
cigarette and breeches, holding 
two pups. Is it a boy or a girl? ” 
“A girl,” said his companion. 
“She’s my daughter.” 
“My dear sir!” The vicar was 
flustered. “Do forgive me. I would 
never have been so outspoken had I 
known you were her father.” 
“I’m not,” said the other. “I’m 
her mother.”

The new court, along with a 
number of other District 
Courts across the state, was 
created by this session of the 
Legislature and is awaiting 
the signing of the bill by Gov. 
Dolph Briscoe. 
The new court would take 
Jones County out of the 
present 104th District Court 
of Judge J. Neil Daniel and 
would transfer Shackelford 
County out of the 90th 
District. 
Under the new bill, which 
would become effective Sept. 
I if signed by the Governor, 
104th Dist. Judge Daniel of 
Abilene would serve only 
Taylor County. Criminal 
Dist. Atty. Lynn Ingalsbe 
would serve only Taylor and 
Callahan counties, both of the 
men dropping Jones County 
from their responsibilities. 
Apparently, 
Shackelford 
County Judge Quay Parker 
will be seeking the newly 
created post of district at­ 
torney for district. 
It was not known Tuesday if 
there would be others ac­ 
tively seeking the two new 
posts. 
There have 
been 
nu­ 
merous attempts over the 
years to create a new district 
court which would separate 
Jones and Taylor counties. In 
some of the other bills that 
have failed in the past, Jones 
was put in with Fisher, 
Stonewall 
and 
Haskell 
counties. In a bill during the 
previous session of the 
Legislature, an attempt was 
made 
that 
would have 
created a separate district 
for Jones County but this too 
failed.

The hail, 
up to golf ball size, and high 
winds came out of storm 
moving out of the northeast 
Sunday evening.

The wind and hail did 
heavy damage to the bumper 
wheat crop in its path. The 
storm, which ranged from 
northeast of Hamlin to as far 
south 
as 
San 
Angelo, 
probably destroyed as much 
as a half million dollars of 
wheat over the Big Country 
area, according to Robert 
Fowler, manager of Moore 
Elevator. 
Considerable damage was 
also done by the hail and 
heavy rain to the young 
cotton in the area. Hie major 
problem with the young 
cotton is that the deadline to 
plant is at hand and it is 
expected to take several days 
before the fields will be dry 
enough to work. 
A check with local in­ 
surance agents here Tuesday 
indicated that most of the hail 
damage to roofs was confined 


to the flat roofs in the 
downtown 
section. 
Only 
minor 
residential 
roof 
damage was reported. 
The high winds knocked 
down a number of trees in the 
area and the gardens suf­ 
fered extensive damage. 
Winds up to 70 mph were 
estimated during the storm. 
One plate glass window was 
knocked out in the front of 
Howard Drug by the high 
wind and hail. Other windows 
were reported knocked old in 
other parts of the city. 
The heavy rains Sunday 
slowed down the area wheat 
harvest that was just getting 
into full swing over the 
weekend. Fowler said that 
the elevator received only 25 
to 30 loads of wheat Monday 
afternoon and they had ex­ 
pected to receive about IOO 
before the storm. 


Rainfall from the storm 
was recorded as 1.54 bringing 
the total for May to 4.63. 
Readings for the month 
taken at 5 p.m. in the evening 
by Bill Rountree are May 5, 
.02; May 6, 1.05; May 9, .22; 
May IO, trace; May 18, .06; 
May 19, trace; May 20, .26; 
May 21,1.43; May 26, .06 and 
May 30, 1.54.

WTU Warns Customers Of High Summer Bills 


A long hot summer could 
produce some of the highest 
electric bills in years, West 
Texas Utilities Co. officials 
warned this week. 
And according to same 
weather observers, official 
and otherwise, a hot summer 
is long overdue. West Texas, 
like much of the nation, has 
enjoyed five relatively cool 
summers in a row. Hie law of 
averages, therefore, would 
indicate a change. 
One of the consequences 
would be more use of air* 
conditioning, requiring more 
electric energy. This could 
run bills up sharply. 
There already are in* 
dications that customers may 
soon be jolted out of their 
summer lull. During the first 
21 days of May, temperatures 
in Abilene averaged 5.81 
degrees above normal and 


electric usage went up ac­ 
cordingly. 
A change back to even the 
normal weather 
pattern 
could bring the impact of 
higher usage and higher 
costs, a company spokeman 
said. 
Historically, the four peak 
months for electric usage in 
the WTU territory are June- 
through-Sept em ber. 
The 
peak day usually comes in 
August. 
Last 
year, 
the 
system’s electric load peaked 
at 5 p.m. on August ll. 
Weather records for Abi­ 
lene and San Angelo show 
that June-through September 
temperatures have averaged 
below normal for the past five 
years. The result, WTU of­ 
ficials say, has been that the 
customers have grown ac­ 
customed to relatively lower 
summa* electric usage.
